we believe we are right, he noti<i, the Rus­ 
sians think we are wrong and vice ver.a 
He cited the recent 1^2 plane flight a 
an 
example of such a "^^ituation. While the l^K. 
felt justified in spying to protect the free 
world, the Reds considered such action ag­ 
gressive. “ What we need, and that most 
urgently,” he said, “is an enlivened sear n 
for new alternatives to war as a means of 
resolving human conllicts." 
Hi.s words Indicated the need for some 
state of mutual trust between nations, based 
on the assumption that the Russians would 
lik e to find a wa> out of the present mess 
as much as the Tnited States does, 
it as­ 
sumes, too, that Russia is molisated from 
insecurity more than from the urge to world 
domination. 
The Illinois professor has the right idea 
but it is full of many unk nowns. Most cer­ 
tainly, the road the world is now traveling 
is not a peaceful one. It is probably cor­ 
rect to assume that if the emphasis con­ 
tinues to be placed on strong defenses, these 
defenses will some day be tested. Any 
man with a loaded gun in his hand is po­ 
tentially dangerous. 


The great difficulty in the current world 
situation is a true understanding of what 
the Soviets want and how they hope to 
achieve it. From every intelligent study 
that has been made of the communist ef­ 
fort, it has been determined that their ob­ 
jectives are world domination. If nothing 
else, they consider this inevitable because of 
the superior state of their political philoso­ 
phy. It is possible that the free world could 
live at peace in the midst of such reality 
in another part of the universe but there 
are obstacles to this. 


The Russians have been speak ing vocifer­ 
ously of late about their Intentions to as­ 
sist smaller nations of the world In achiev­ 
ing freedom from colonial domination. The 
peculiar thing about this is tlfal they may 
be nrrfeetl> sincere about It. In their way 
of think ing, subjugation to communist rule 
is freedom from colonialism. Quite logical­ 
ly, they think this way because they think 
that communism Is the more perfect so­ 
ciety and most rewarding for all. It does 
not occur to them that Hungary is under 
a 
colonial rule which we \lolently oppose. 
¥ 
The Russians are not sold, as we are, on 
the value of and need for government at 
the discretion of the people. For the Rus­ 
sian people, this may be all right and their 
following of such a creed would be of no 
harm to us. But the difficulty comes with 
the establishment of governments in newly 
emerging independent nations and in revo­ 
lutionary areas such as South America, 
specifically Cuba. 
tlbvlously, the United States cannot per­ 
mit the estabUshment of communist em ­ 
pires throughout the world, particularly 
when such em pires are not the result of a 
free choice of the people Involved. The m a­ 
jor 
problem 
between 
E ast 
and 
West, 
therefore, lies in the area of the uncom­ 
mitted powers of the world — the Middle 
h'ast. India, Africa and parts of Asia. 
It IS in this area of conflict that new 
ideas are needed to break the deadlock 
_____________ 
which now has t h e 
world lock ed in battle. 
All effort at this time 
__________________ 
IS devoted to continu­ 
ation of the battle but 
ending rt in victory for the West. The Rus­ 
sians, of course, seek to end the battle in 
victory for themselves. We have not only 
been doing rather badly in this battle but 
we have done little, if anything to change 
the course of things — to put the world on 
a different k ind of footing. Most certainly, 
it has been a long time since Russia and 
the United States have appeared even to 
attem pt to understand each other. 
And understanding should not be confused 
with appeasement as they are not one and 
the .same thing. If a program of mutual 
understanding could be developed, it might 
lead to an ultimate solution to present dif­ 
ficulties and most certainly would mak e the 
future a little more predictable. 
Tlie only 
alternative is continual conflict and per­ 
haps of a nature much more violent even 
than that which prevails today. 


The Lack Of 
Effort 


A Restored Commission 


Eight years ago President Eisenhower 
accepted the nomination for the presidency, 
and since it is constitutionally a civilian 
office he resigned his five star general rank . 
January 20 when he steps down after two 
term s he will be neither president nor gen­ 
eral. But that condition may not last long. 
Congressional leaders are preparing a 
m easure calculated to restore his five stars. 
As a past president Mr. Eisenhower will 
be entitled to a $25,000 annual pension plus 
office expenses up to $50,000 a year. As a 
five star general he will be entitled to ad­ 
ditional annual pay of $20,543. 
There is already a law on the book s wTich 
retains all admirals and five star generals 
on the active list which, in addition to pay, 
provides them with two military aides and 
office space in the Pentagon or elsewhere 
if they wish. 


Until recently the United States held a 
casual attitude toward its ex-presidents and 
its war heroes. Some of them found them ­ 
selves almost penniless in their later days 
while the country clung to the fiction that 
the honors they earned in their time of 
service were all-sufficient. 
Since World War II Mr. Eisenhower has 
gained a measure of wealth. His presi­ 
dential pension seems to give further as­ 
surance of a secure old age. But it cannot 
be said that his great service as a success­ 
ful war leader term inated with the act of 
resigning his commission. The nation is still 
living under the benefits of the victories he 
managed. If it was morally obligated to 
him as a general before he resigned, it is 
still morally obligated to him now'. The 
cost of the renewed honor is immaterial. 


Those Lost Years 


As December draws toward its close the 
form of the forthcoming Kennedy adminis­ 
tration is tak ing shape in several important 
areas. But in what outline it will present 
its 
countenance 
to 
agriculture 
rem ains 
understandably speculative. Little has ever 
been said since the campaign on how the 
President-elect means to grapple with what 
is one of the most stubborn and complicated 
problems of the domestic economy. 
Some of the delay can be attributed to a 
political paradox. The previous Benson farm 
program was manifestly dislik ed by the 
American farm er. Yet the Middle West ag­ 
ricultural states largely rejected both Mr. 
Kennedy and his proposals for agricultural 
remedies. And since Mr. Nixon’s farm of­ 
ferings were little more than Bensonism 
in a fancy wrapper, nothing can be dredged 
out of any of the campaign treatm ent of the 
subject which could be construed as ac­ 
ceptable. 
Out of this generally confused situation 
one thing can be concluded. It is that Mr. 
Kennedy has been released from his cam- 


paign proposals with an implied directive 
to prepare new guidelines and perhaps even 
a new concept of-the agricultural question. 
W hatever such may be rests upon the re­ 
sourcefulness and creativity of the new ad­ 
ministration. And what they should not be 
can be derived from a study of the vices 
of the Benson’program. Through its inabil 
ity to correct overproduction and its fond­ 
ness for thinly disguised subsidies in the 
form of storage fees and soil bank it ran 
up oppressive charges on the public and 
depressed agriculture into a relief status, 
promising permanence beyond w'hich there 
W'as no discernable better day. 
And perhaps the worst failure of Ben­ 
sonism was its postponement of the farm 
remedy which robbed a generation of farm ­ 
ers of eight years of gainful operation. Those 
years cannot be restored to the losers and 
to many will mean the difference between 
a successful life and a non-successful one. 
Time is a precious thing and must be given 
greater priority in any new program. 


Don't Waste Money 


The City Council should be very sure of 
itself before it approves the proposed widen­ 
ing of Normal Blvd. from South to 33rd. The 
addition of another lane of traffic was 
recommended by the Police Department 
through its traffic division. Several things 
should be determined before such action is 
tak en. 
F irst of all, the city’s traffic pattern in- 
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volving three or four lanes is all but im­ 
possible at intersections. The city refuses 
to properly direct traffic at most intersec­ 
tions with the result that two lanes are 
m erged into one at critical points and 
streets which are wide enough for three 
or four lanes dwindle dowm to just tw^o. 
If three-lane movement is not to be prop­ 
erly maintained, including the generous use 
of paint for designation of lanes, then money 
for widening Normal should be saved. The 
present intersection of South and Normal is 
little more than a mess, even thought it 
could be substantially improved with the 
simple painting of traffic flow directions 
on the pavement. 
Motorists at South and Normal are per­ 
m itted to go just about any direction they 
want from any of the m any lanes converg­ 
ing at that point and such a situation is 
ridiculous. The same thing is true all over 
town—at 48th and 0, at Holdrege and Vine 
and many other points. Movement through 
intersections is a game of guts that should 
be stopped. 
The second thing to consider .on the 
widening is the simple question of demand. 
It would be surprising if the traffic count 
in this area w arranted any widening of the 
street. 
We have never seen anything ap­ 
proaching a jam in this area but it is assumed 
that this is a routine m atter the traffic di­ 
vision can clear up with a factual'report. 
But innumerable lanes are no good if 
ignored and hopelessly complicated at-every 
m ajor intersection.

It would be perfectly pos­

Thermal Units, wiiicl^is the 
term we use for measuring 
the fuel value of coal or oth­ 
er fuels. 
The calorie, however, is a 
more convenient term for 
food. 
There’s a “ small calorie” 
which is used for precise lab­ 
oratory research—and this is 
a 
very 
small 
unit. 
And 


there's 
a “ great calorie,” 
which is the calorie we mean 
when we speak of food. A 
calorie of this type i.s the 
amount of energy lor heat i 
needed to heat a pint of wa­ 
ter 
by 
four 
degrees. 
Or 
roughly to let a man of av­ 
erage size climb a hill about 
15 feet high. 
If we eat a day’s food, it 
has to supply the energy to 
k eep the 
body 
warm, 
to 
mak e us breathe 25,000 or 
.30,000 times, to mak e the 
heart beat perhaps 125,000 
times and to give us the 
energy we need to walk , run, 
work , think , struggle, sit up, 
blink our eyes, talk . 
If we eat more than we 
need to supply warmth and 
movement, the body penu- 
riously saves the excess and 
stores it away as fat. Maybe 
a fraction of an ounce a day. 
Let’s say you store up only 
half an ounce of fat a day. 
Not enough to notice? 
Half an ounce a day is al­ 
most a pound a month, al­ 
most 12 pounds a year, al­ 
most 60 pounds in only five 
years! 
So it doesn’t tak e much 
weight, pur day, to mak e 
you terribly fat in five years 
or less, does it?

The two districts, adjacent 
to Lincoln ,^ir Force Ba.se 
and Offutt Air Force Base, 
normally have enrollments of 
children of Air Force offi­ 
cer. and enlisted men living 
on the bases. 
The applications by the dis­ 
tricts set off a controversy 
in the state Legislature last 
year. 
.\s a result, the state law 
providing for the compulsory 
.schooling of the children was 
(hanged. 
The school districts are re­ 
paid by the federal govern­ 
ment for schooling the chil­ 
dren, but the districts main­ 
tain it costs the local tax­ 
payers more than they ever 


get back from the federal 
government. 
In the first place, the fed­ 
eral repayment is based on 
an average local (ontnbution 
rate of schools all over the 
state, which is much lower 
than the average costs in 
either the Lincoln or Bellevue 
schools. 
.Second, the rate is based 
on costs as they were one to 
two year.s prior to the year 
the children are actually be­ 
ing educated 
For example, 
the payment rate for school 
year 1960-61 is figured on the 
costs of 1958-59. 
There is also a consider­ 
able lapse of time between 
the districts’ laying out of 
the money, and the federal 
government’s repayment. 
The schools’ requc.st to the 
Legislature last year, to fill 
the gap, was passed. But in 
the proces.s, a word of the 
law was changed which may 
alter the .state’s obligation 
during the 1961 session. 


Nebraska law provides that 
children o f military person- 
nel “ shall” be admitted to 
.school, and that the distrirU 
“ shall” be entitled to charge 
the state $1 per day per pu­ 
pil for grade school, and $6 
per pupil for high school.

Speaking Of Tournaments 
With the resumption of prep cage action again nex t 
week comes the opening week of regular-season tourna­ 
ments. Invitationals, conference and county affairs fill 
the slates for 6 weeks. 
My schedule counts some 18 tournaments nex t week, 
to get the tourney s off to a roaring start. The week of

lightest week of the season. 
Many teams play in as many as .3 tournaments dur­ 
ing the season, before the state-spon.sored tourney s. Few 
of the Class A teams have any tourney action.

I still feel the Nebraska School Activities Assn. should 
consider rescinding its rule against tournaments in De- 
cember. in favor of a rule limiting the number of tourney s 
which can be play ed by one team. 
The purpo.se of the rule banning tourney s before Jan. 
1. I believe, was primarily to cut down on the number of 
tournaments being play ed. But the teams now simply 
pack more into a shorter time. 
This season I count 8 4 tournaments to be play ed in 6 
weeks.

\ebr.i ;ka'* iinirameral h‘g- 
islaturc has relaxed its sc 
I recv practices o v e r the 
years until now it maintains 
seerecy on only one point; 
individual votes of committee 
members. 
This i= the finding of a 
study by Marilyn i offey, litott 
graduate of the University of 
Nebraska Sehool of Journal­ 
ism. The study has just been 
published by the school. 
“ Although 
c o n s t i t u - 
tional provision makes secret 
sessions of the I.egis1ature 
possible.” Miss Coffey wrote, 
“ there have been no such 
sessions during the past 20 
years. Prior to that lime, 
closed meetings were com­ 
mon. 
Currently, the secrecy Issue 
revolves around the reporting 
of the individual vote in com­ 
mittee meetings, according to 
the study. 
Miss Coffey’s findings were 
based upon data obtained 
from the legislative journals, 
interviews with veteran leg-, 
islators and attaches, and i 
new spaper f i l e s . The re­ 
search was done as part of a 
course in the School of Jour­ 
nalism. 
History Of Efforts 
The author traced the his­ 
tory of efforts to liberalize 
the niles and summed up the 
arguments for and against 
publication of individual com­ 
mitteemen’s votes as follows: 
“ The basis for support of 
reporting individual votes ap­ 
pears to be: 
“ 1. The public has the right 
^to know how its rcpresenta- 
’ tives are voting on issues of 
importance to the people, as 
individuals as well as collec­ 
tively. 
“ 2. The public should know, 
especially, 
how individual 
senators vote on bills in com­ 
mittee because the majority 
of rejected bills are killed in 
committee. These bills are 
part of the public’s business. 
“ 3. An open policy of vote 
recording might tend to make 
senators more responsible. 
Basis For Opposition 
“ The basis for opposition 
seems to be: 
“ 1. The public does not: 
need to know the vote in com­ 
mittee. 
The measures ap­ 
proved by a committee will 
be debated on the floor. 
“ 2. Public knowledge of 
votes might make committee 
members hesitant to kill a 
bill if such action would bring' 
public disfavor. Voting on 
controversial measures might 
be avoided. 
“ 3. Revealing the v o t e 
mig’nt make a senator vote 
for or against a bill per se 
rather than on whether the 
bill merits the scrutiny of the 
entire Legislature. 
“ 4. Pressure from lobbyists. 
might be increased if voles 
were revealed ’’ 
More Specific Rules 
According to Miss Coffey, | 
the history of executive ses- j 
sions seems to indicate that! 
when precedent was violated, 
senators reacted by passing 
more specific rules to protect 
the precedent. When the stand 
ing arrangement concerning 
reporting of committee ses­ 
sions was violated, the 1953 
legislature adopted Rule 16, 
to punish future infractions, 
and Rule 6, Section 11, stat­ 
ing that discussions in com­ 
mittee are confidential. 
“ The 
issue of reporting 
committee votes apparently 
is not yet settled,” the study 
said. 
“ Nor has 
senatorial 
opinion been preponderant in 
either direction.”
